Federal  Funds  to  Avila 

Avila  Colleae  received  approval  in  late 
June  for  a federal  loan  of  $858,000.  for 
the  erection  of  a second  dormitory.  It  will 
be  a three-story  structure  similar  in  plan  to 
Carondelet  Hall.  No  final  dates  have  been 
set  for  construction  plans.  On  July  2,  Avila 
received  a federal  grant  of  $5,927  for  the 
broadening  of  library  resources  — books, 
periodicals,  documents,  and  audio-visual 
materials.  This  amount  is  to  be  matched  by 
by  the  college. 


J.  Ralph  Fels  Mourned 

J.  Ralph  Fels  died  on  July  6,  at  the  age  of 
sixty-five.  He  had  been  an  honorary  member 
of  Avila’s  Board  of  Councilors  for  several 
years,  and  he  was  held  in  great  esteem.  The 
president  and  the  faculty  of  the  college 
extend  their  sympathy  to  his  family  — his 
wife,  Florence;  daughter,  Carol,  Mrs.  Clif- 
ford Trenton ; and  his  father,  Arthur  Fels. 

Mr.  Fels  was  born  in  Batesville,  Arkansas; 
but  he  lived  most  of  his  life  in  Kansas  City. 
A member  of  the  Congregation  B’nai 
Jehudah  and  the  New  Reform  Congregation, 
he  was  concerned  with  many  charitable 
endeavors.  He  was  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  the  Home  for  Jewish  Aged. 
He  was  executive  vice  president  of  the 
Arthur  Fels  Company. 

Scripture  Scholar 
Conducts  Retreat 

Reverend  Sean  Quinlan,  prominent 
Scripture  scholar,  conducted  a retreat  for 
nearly  one  hundred  Sisters  at  Avila  College, 
June  10  to  17.

Montessori  Teacher  Training  Planned 

Professor  Mario  Montessori  and  his  wife,  both  of  Amsterdam, 
Holland,  were  guests  at  Avila  on  June  4.  Professor  Montessori  is  the  son 
°*  Pr-  Maria  Montessori,  the  originator  of  the  method  of  education 
which  now  bears  her  name.  The  purpose  of  his. visit  was  to  discuss  the 
various  aspects  of  establishing  a Montessori  teacher-training  center  at 
Avila  College  in  Kansas  City. 

Miss  Lena  Wikramaratne,  former  co-worker  and  friend  of  Dr.  Maria 
Montessori  in  Madras,  India,  came  from  Palo  Alto  to  meet  with  the 
Montessoris  and  with  Sr.  Patricia  Marie,  academic  dean  of  Avila,  and 
with  Sister  Marie  Georgette,  chairman  of  the  department  of  education. 

The  first  steps  toward  the  establishment  of  a Montessori  center  were 
taken  last  summer  when  Miss  Wikramaratne  conducted  a ten-week 
Montessori  training  course  at  Avila.  This  summer  she  has  returned  to 
lecture  on  the  philosophy  and  phychology  of  the  Montessori  method. 
Avila  will  open  a Montessori  laboratory  classroom  in  September.  Within 
the  next  two  years,  the  final  arrangements  of  the  program  will  be  worked  out.  Professor 
Montessori  is  eager  to  have  a center  established  where  he  is  certain  that  the  basic  principles 
of  the  method  will  be  correctly  taught  and  understood.

Academic  Honors 
to  Alumnae

Program  at  the  University  of  Kansas  in 
Lawrence.

Four  to  five  years  are 
required  for  the  completion  of  this  academic 
program.
